Virtually the entire Turkish forco 
is or will be accounted for in killed, 
wounded or prisoners. 
Hundreds of 
stragglers are being found wander­ 
ing about in tho mountainous country 
aimlessly, without a leader or a pur­ 
pose. 


The Turks had seven divisions south 
of Nazareth and west of the Jordan. 
The exact total cannot be determined 
owing to the weakness of some of tho 
Turkish divisions, the totals of tho 
different units varying. 
The total of 
prisoners reported, Is believed to be 
far hss than the final count will show. 
At the last reports, prisoners were 
still being brought in. 


The clean-up effected 
by 
General 
Ailenby is pointed to as the quickest 
and most complete of the war. 
It is 
counted as having definitely deprived 
1 lit* Turks of Palestine. 
Beside? the 
personnel of their army, the defeat 
has cost them an immense amount of 
war material. 


So far as Is known the Turks on 
this'front only had four airplanes. 
Those have been captured. 


The victory of General Ailenby In 
Palestine is hailed as a model in con­ 
ception and execution, his consum­ 
mate use of cavalry being especially 
praised by the military critics. 


It is anticipated General Ailenby 
will have little difficulty in entirely 
clearing northern Palestine and be 
able to relieve his communications by 
establishing a base at Baifa, whence 
the railway runs to Belsan and Da­ 
mascus. 


Thus 
the 
whole Turkish railway 
system in southern Syria Is controlled 
by the Anglo-French forces in Pales­ 
tine. 


The Turkish disaster, It is pointed 
out, is bound to have the most pro­ 
found reaction In Constantinople and 
Sofia and likewise to compromise the 
situation of the Turks in Mesopota­ 
mia. 
It seems probable also it will 
terminate tlie Turkish adventures in 
Persia and the Caucasus.

Hosts Will Be Conquerors 


of the World.

Speaking of Germans—as who is not 


these days ?—a celebrated French poet, 
Jean Aicard, has hit upon a rather 
neat and happy figure of speech. In a 
long and eloquent poem about the war, 
after he has described how the Ger 
man horde, coming "forward witl 
God" as they put it, swept down on 
Paris, and has pictured them bafllei 
and beaten by the miracle of the 
Marne, he further recalls how—"hav- 
ing prepared themselves in France a 
terrier's hole"—they 
Intrenched themselves therein, defeated 
driven, hurled 
Back by the sword of France and scorned 
by ail the woFld. 


And then what happened'/ Let Ai- 


card tell it: " 
There, in their filthy holes, their natura 
habitat, 
As lives the hunted boar, the crouching 
soldiers sat; 


And, 
as a. putrid pool exhales an evi 
smell. 


They poured their poisons forth straight 
from the maw of hell, 


Defiled the blue of heaven and made the 
virgin air 
A party to the crime they perpetratec 
there. 
The choking gas that rose, mephitlc, from 
their holes, 
Was very like the breath and odor of 


their souls. 


The odor of their souls! The pres- 


ent writer must confess that this 
simile strikes him as a remarkably 
fit and appropriate one. 


Today we know only too well the 


odor of their souls, and we are deter- 
mined to send our men over to those 
holes in France, to disinfect them with 
the only serviceable antiseptics—the 
bayonet and the bullet. 
Everything 


that keeps that odor strong in our nos- 
trils will be of help in the salvation 
of our country, since it will keep us 
firm in our determination to do or die. 


So one is inclined to feel that Prof. 


H. C. Grumbine of Clark university, 
who has recently translated into very 
readable English the war poetry of 
France and Germany, has done this 
country a patriotic service. 
Professor 


Grumbine knows that nowhere are the 
Ideals of a nation more clearly re- 
vealed than in its literature, and he 
adds that literature in its purest form 
is poetry. So he has gone to the poets 
of the two countries to discover what 
was in their minds in the early days of 
the war. With an ardent desire to be 
fair, he has not chosen verses which 
prove any particular point for him, 
but has sought to confine himself to 
the leading and the 
representative 


bards. In Germany such men as Su- 
dermann. Lissaucr, and Herzog; in 
France, Boutrel and Aicard, the for- 
mer a laureate and the latter a mem- 
ber of the French academy. And hav- 
ing translated the verses of these men 
he has drawn some logical and illu- 
minating conclusions regarding the 
German god and the French- god, the 
German soul and the soul of the 
French.

Grumbine's Deductions. 


Let us glance for a moment over 


Professor Grumbine's shoulder at the 
translations he has made; then briefly 
let us consider his conclusions. If the 
matter strikes you, dear reader, as 
academic and—dread word—literary, 
be 'assured that it will not be treated 
here in either academic or literary 
fashion. Professor 
Grumbine opens 


the door for you, and you wander with 
him through that dark hinterland—the 
German mind; lie leads you on to the 
heights where the French thinker sits. 


When, much to the surprise of 


everybody in Germany,. war was de- 
clared the German soldier immediate- 
ly rushed to his locker, where every- 
thing was ready for him, including a 
canteen filled with fresh water. Simul- 
taneously the German poet rushed to 
his fountain pen which—God and the 
kaiser forgot nothing—was also filled, 
not with water, but with a venomous 
liquid that flowed red, like blood. This 
war has reminded us that it is not the 
man who fights In the field who Is the 
true master of hate and bitterness; It 
Is the highly educated and cultured 
thinker at home who screams loudest 
and foams most freely at the lips. 


If the German poets had been for a 


moment at a loss as to what view to 
take of the war, of course the German 
government would have set them right. 
(There was that naive newspaper In 
Munich which at the start pleaded 
pathetically for the government to 
"tako charge of public opinion.") One 
could fancy some such advertisement 
In the Berlin papers: "German poets 
will call at the Wilhelmstrasse be- 
tween two and four on Thursday to 
secure their points of view on the 
war." 
However, It is improbable the 


German poets needed any instruction. 
They thought about the war just what 
the kaiser wanted them to think, what 
he and his kind had been training the 
whole German nation, poets included, 
for 40 years, to think. They greeted 
the catastrophe with a mighty cry, a 
cry partly of hate for Germany's ene- 
mies, partly of joy that now nt last 
Germany's hour had struck. 
Wrote 


thus one enthusiastic German bard: 
Hurrah! lllp, hurrah! Away with all 
labor! 
It is war! Bloody war! Get your rifle 
and sabtr! 


This hip-hurrah greeting for bloody 


war was characteristic of most of the 
early war poetry. The poets, unfortu- 
nately, were not prophets. The blood 
which they viewed in prospect was to 
flow mostly from the bodies of the con- 
temptible 
foe. 
Germany, marching 


with God, was Invincible. A short war 
and a merry one, and at the end the 
great German hosts conquerors of the 
world! If they could have foreseen 
then the long and weary road ahead, 
the hip-hurrah note might have been 
mingled even more freely with the 
venom and hate the balked and beaten 
monster feels for those who stand in 
his way. 


Where God Stands. 


One looks In vain in this output of 


German poetry for a note of abhor- 
rence of war, a question as to whether 
or not this is God's way for settling 
disputes. There is no question as to 
where God stands, he rides on the Ger- 
man shells, directs the Zeppelin, greets 
joyously the submarine, chuckles with 
delight that his chosen people have in 
their hands the weapons whereby to 
impose their will—which is his will— 
on the world. More of this peculiar 
German god anon. Through this wel- 
ter of harsh German poetry runs only 
a roar of delight in German strength, a 
great satisfied sigh that now at last 
the world Is to feel that strength. 


Here and there, as though by way of 


afterthought, there is a bit of camou- 
flage as to who started the war. Be- 
fore going on to picture the downfall 
of the enemy one bard pauses to re- 
mark: 
"War! War! Awake! The French have 
crossed the Rhine, 
And Cossacks swarm upon our eastern 
line, 


These obvious lies are not dwelt on, 


however. Probably not even the poet 
expected anybody to believe them. 
They were just thrown in as a sop to 
the diplomats at the Wilhelmstrasse. 
Public opinion, which had been taken 
charge of by the authorities, was "ver- 
boten" to forget these things. And It 
was added, in faint voice here and 
there: "We did not wish this war." 


One is reminded, by way of aside, of 


the excellent Australian cartoon which 
pictured the kaiser sitting, head in 
hands, in the company of the crown 
prince. "I did not want this war." 
"No," says the crown prince in a lucid 
moment, "it was quite a- different war 
you wanted, wasn't it, papa?" 


• But coming back to the poets, it may 


be said that while at rare intervals 
they remembered to make a note of 
the fact that the wflt was a complete 
and unpleasant surprise to Germany, 
their whole attitude was that now that 
it had come, they were delighted. They 
dreamed of blood, they sang of it. At 
last the weapons Germany had been 
fondling so long were to find a mark. 
Rudolf Herzog wrote a dainty little 
thing, urging the soldiers on—he was 
evidently somewhere in the rear him- 
self—and the refrain of each verse 
ran: 
"What though the earth of hell be full, 
Our steel shall cleave the foeman's skull.'

Let us glance for a moment over 
Professor Grumblne’s shoulder at the 
translations he has m ade; then briefly 
let us consider his conclusions.

When, much to tho surprise of 
everybody in Germany, war was de­ 
clared tho German soldier immediate­ 
ly rushed to his locker, where every­ 
thing was ready for him, including a 
canteen filled with fresh water. Simul­ 
taneously the German poet rushed to 
his fountain pen which—God and the 
falser forgot nothing—was also filled, 
pot with water, but with a venomous 
liquid that flowed red, like blood. This 
war has reminded us that it is not the 
pian who fights in the field who is the 
true master of hate and bitterness \ it 
Is the highly educated aud cultured

If the German poets had been for a 
moment at a loss as to what view to 
take of the war, of course the German 
government would have set them right. 
(There was that naive newspaper in 
Munich which at the start pleaded 
pathetically for the government to 
"take charge of public opinion.”) One 
could fancy some such advertisement 
in the Berlin papers: "German poets 
will call at the Wilhelmstrasse be­ 
tween two and four on Thursday to 
Secure their points of view on the 
war,” 
However, it is improbable the 
German poets needed any instruction. 
They thought about the war just what 
the kaiser wanted them to think, what 
he and his kind had been training the 
whole German nation, poets included, 
for 40 years, to think.

Not Unduly Influenced. 


The will of Miss Annie C. Mitchell, o 


Baltimore, leaving the bulk of her estate 
to her housekeepi r, Miss Annie G. Hem 
ler, was sustained on Wednesday by the 
verdict of a jury in the Superior Court 
The only issue for the jury to determine 
was whether Miss Hemler unduly influ- 
enced Miss Mitch'-ll in making the will. 
On the other issues the case has been tak- 
en from the jury. After deliberating about 
half an hour the jury answered "No" to 
the question left to it 
Miss Hemler and 


some of her friends were in court as the 
verdict was rendered and she was congrat- 
ulated on the result of the trial 
Charles 


F. Harley attorney for Harry M. Benzing- 
er, who contested the will as executor of 
the will of Miss Mitchell's niece, Miss El- 
eanor Mitchell Thompson, said the case 
will be taken to the Court of appeals. 
It 


was testified that her death was due to 
morphine poisoning. She bought the drug 
by the pound, according to Miss Hemler. 
The estate is said to be valued at $10,000. 


Miss HenJfr is a daughter of the late 


Henry and Louisa Hemler, of Brush Run. 
Friends in this vicinity look at the contest 
over tbe will as an utter absurdity, con- 
sidering the fact that Miss Hemler cared 
for the deceased for a period of 25 years 
and up until the lady had reached the ad- 
vanced age of 83 years before her death 
From the Baltimore "Sun". 


Miss Annie C. Hemler, a frail-looking 


woman of middleage, whose dark hair is 
intermingled with gray, took the witness 
stand in the Superior Court in defense of 
the will made by Miss Annie G Mite ell, 
leaving her the bulk of Miss Mitchell's es- 
tate. Miss Hemler was employed by Miss 
Mitchell as a maid. Miss Mitchell made 
her will on December 29, 1915, and died in 
July, 1917, when 83 years old. When 
Miss Hemler took the witness stand all 
the issues involved in tbe case had been 
decided in her favor except that as to al- 
leged undue influence exerted upon Miss 
Mitchell in the making of the will. The 
issues decided were as to the testamentary 
capacity of Miss Mitchell and alleged 
fraud, and were taken from the jury by 
Judge Dawkins, at the conclusion of the 
testimony for Harry M Benzinger, who is 
contesting the will as the exec*tor of the 
will of Miss Eleanor Mitchell Thompson, 
a_niece of Mies Mitchell. 


Miss Hemler der/ied the charges made 


by witnesses for the plaintiff, that she had 
illtreated Miss Mitchell and wanted to put 
raw cotton in her nostrils to stop her 
breathing, and that Mrs. Mitchell was 
afraid of her. "I wouldn't treat her like 
that"; Miss Hemler said, "I thought too 
much of her; I lived with her for 25 years 
and I loved her. The statements made by 
witnesses that I wanted to stuff cotton in 
her nose and put poison in her cup are not 
true." 


According to Miss Hemler, one. of the 


witnesses who testified against had been 
driven from the house by Miss Mitchell, 
and tne witness did not influence her em- 
ployer in the matter. "Our relations were 
very pleasant," the witness went on. Miss 
Mitchell was good and kind to me. She 
looked out for my interests and I looked 
out lor hers. I never influenced Miss 
Mitchell in making her will. She came 
home one day and told me she had made 
her will, leaving me the house on St Paul 
street, a house on Hoffman street and §2,- 
000." 


Tbe medical testimony in the case show- 


ed that Miss Mitchell's death was hasten- 
ed by morphine, which she had been in 
habit of taking to ease the Buffering caus- 
ed by a fall from a horse in early life. It 
had also been testified that Miss Hemler 
had trebled Miss Mitchell's use of mor- 
phine and had endeavored to hasten Miss 
Mitchell's funeral. A post-mortem exam- 
ination of Miss Mitchell's body after it 
had been embalmed was made at the cem- 
etery, but failed to disclose anything in- 
.(sriminatiDg 
Miss Hemler denied that she 


had given Miss Mitchell an overdose of 
morphine or that she endeavored to hasten 
the funeral. "I had no reason to hasten 
the funeral," she went on. "Miss Mitch- 
ell used to get opium by the pound before 
tbe passage of the drug law. 1 never got 
the drug for her but once and then on a 
prescription. I got a nurse for her twice, 
but Miss Mitchell said they interfered with 
her medicine and she.did not want them " 


On cross-examination Miss Hemler said 


that she and Miss Mitchell lived alone for 
about six years. She was paid $7 a month, 
at first, but her wages were raised to $12. 
"She got prescriptions for opium from a 
physician," continued the witness. "I nev- 
er administered opium to her and never 
admitted doing so. I never said that I 
gave her three doses instead of one, and I 
never kept anybody away from the home 
except by direction of Miss Mitchell." 


Charles F. Harley, attorney for the 


plaintiff, called Miss Hemler's attention 
to the fact that half a dozen witnesses had 
testified that they heard her say that she 
bad given Mies Mitchell an overdose of 
morphine, but she denied making such a 
statement. 


Mi?s Eleanor Mitchell Thompson, niece 


of Miss Mitchell, whose executor is con- 
testing the will, was a nun, and was known 
in religion ns Sister M. Stephen Thomp- 
son. Her will, executed July 27.3917 left 
all her property to the Academy of the 
Visitation, B. V. M., of Mount de Sales 
She died September 11, 1917. 
Miss Hem- 


ler, who said she knew her well and fre- 
quently visited her with Mi=s Mitchell, 
said she was 75 years old. 


Surprised at 'Miss Hemler's statement 


that a pound of opium lasted Miss Mitch- 
ell about a year, Attorney Harley called 
attention to the fact that Miss Mitchell 
must hare taken nearly 16 grains of the 
drug a day, according to her servant's tes- 
timony, while the testimony of a physi- 
cian who was called to attend Miss Mitch- 
ell prescribed four grains. Miss Hemler 
continued her denial of the statements 
made by witnesses for the plaintiff, and 
ftatd she did what Mis« Mitchell direc ed 
her to do.

Noilou's arm be- 
ing caught under the machine with the 
above-result. The other occupants were 
thrown out but escaped injury. The car, 
which was only slightly damaged, was 
towed to the Wolf garage where repairs 
were made and it was returned to Camp 
on Monday morning.

The only way to arrest the disease is to 
vaccinate. 
The vaccine is furnished by 


the state, free of charge. About 115 heac 
have been vaccinated thruout this territo- 
ry and not one of this number has died 
The first symptoms of the disease shows 
in the eyes, which become sore, inflamed 
and water continually. The hair becomes 
ruffled, and the animal gets dull and weak, 
spending a great deal of 
in a lying 


position. Usually, for a day or two be- 
fore death, the temperature sinks. The 
appetite never flags, the animal eating to 
the end. Young cattle are the most sus- 
ceptible to the disease.

Wealthy Wisconsin Maids 
Did Bit in Pea Canneries 
To Save the Great Crops 


Wives and dftughters of wealthy cit­ 
izens In the Wisconsin pea-canning 
districts entered tho canneries to aid 
the labor situation. 
On Saturdays 
they lined up for their pay envelopes 
and received a minimum wago for 
their ten hours1 work. 


Forty per cent of the peas canned 
In tho United States are put up in 
Wisconsin plants. 


Earlier in tho season pea packers 
expressed grave fears of n serious 
labor shortage and pointed to tho food 
administration's request for all the 
peas possible. 


George P. Ilambrecht, labor commis­ 
sioner, after a conference with Kood 
Administrator Hoover, sent labor com­ 
mission employees Into all homes and 
obtained pledges from women In all 
walks of life to work in tho canneries.

Wealthy Wisconsin Maids 


Did Bit in Pea Canneries 


To Save the Great Crops 


Wives and daughters of wealthy clt- 
ns in the Wisconsin pea-canning 


districts entered the canneries to aid 
he labor situation. 
On Saturdays 


hey lined up i'or their pay envelopes 
and received a minimum wage for 
their ten hours' work. 


Forty per cent of the peas canned 


In the United States are put up In 
Wisconsin plants. 


Earlier in the season pea packers 


expressed grave fears of a serious 
labor shortage and pointed to tho food 
administration's request for all the 
peas possible. 


George 1*. llainbrecht, labor commis- 


sioner, a f t e r a conference with Food 
Administrator Hoover, sent labor com- 
mission employees into all homes and 
obtained pledges from women in all 
walks of life to work in the canneries. 


Then a conference was arranged 


with the packers, who -ur-o informed 
that they would be provided with help 
If they paid the women a minimum 
wage, established a ten-hour working 
day 
except in an emergency, and 


then not more than twelve hours, and 
made proper sanitary arrangements. 


The packers signed an agreement, 


the women who had pledged their 
services were called on, the response 
was most satisfactory, and the can- 
neries operated with a full force. 


Deviled Fish. 


Cover three to four pounds of fish 


with boiling water, add one small on- 
ion and one tablespoonful of salt; boll 
for 25 minutes. Take from the water; 
when cooled, pick the fish, discarding 
the bones and skin. Put into a bowl 
and add the sauce, mixing well; put 
into ramekins, sprinkle with bread 
crumbs; place the dishes In hot water 
and bake for 35 minutes. Sauce—Put 
three tablespoonfuls of flour and two 
of butter in a saucepan; cook until 
smooth, then add one and a half cup- 
fuls of milk, two tablespoonfuls of 
chopped parsley, a tablespoonful of 
onion Juice, the same of salt, one- 
fourth of a tenspoonful of pepper and 
one-half teaspoonful of dry mustard. 
Cook all"together for five minutes; then 
It Is ready to serve with the fish.

California Women on Farms 


Successfully Execute Work 


Formerly Left to Their Men 


Four hundred and sixty-five "farm- 


erettes" were sent out from the south- 
ern California branch of the woman's 
land service at Los Angeles from May 
1 to July 17, last, to aid California 
ranchers In their efforts to Increase the 
country's food supply. Nearly all of 
these have remained In the service, 
and ns proof that these young women 
are capably filling the places of men 
called into the nrmy or other activities 
connected with the war, It was pointed 
out at tho headquarters of the service 
that many of their requests for help- 
came from ranches near those to which 
units had previously been sent. 


Volunteers In the woman's land army- 


sent out from Los Angeles lncl~"Je 
teachers, stenographers, saleswomen, 
waitresses nnd school girls. ' Most of 
them have boon employed in gathering 
and preparing for market deciduous 
fruits. 
Activities of others have In- 


cluded driving tractors, dairying, plant- 
Ing tomatoes, harvesting various crops 
and making hay. 


The dairy industry has taken large 


dairies near Los Angeles, women hav- 
ing largely replaced men as milkers. 
Of the first units sent to the dairies 
only n few of the young women had 
milked before, and most of them were 
unaware that there Is a "wrong" aa 
well ns a "right" side to a cow until 
they had been kicked over by out- 
raged animals.

My one chance seemed to be to stand ; the Germans so badly needed had been 


having food in Lis possession when 
calling on me. I was standing at the 
window in such a way that I could 
see what was going on in the street 
without being observed by those who 
passed by, when I noticed my friend, 
the cat, coming down the steps of the 
opposite house with something in his 
mouth. Without considering the risks 
I ran, I opened the front door, ran 
down the steps and across the street, 
and pounced on that cat before it could 
get away with its supper, for that, as 
I had imagined, was what I had seen 
in its mouth. It turned out to be a 
piece of stewed rabbit, which I confis- 
cated eagerly and took back with me 
to the house. 


Perhaps I felt a little sorry for the 


cat, but I certainly had no qualms 
about eating the animal's dinner. I 
was much too hungry to dw.ell upon 
niceties, and a piece of stewed rabbit 
was certainly too good for a cat to eat 
when a man was starving. I ate and 
enjoyed it and the incident suggested 
to me a way in which I might possibly 
obtain food again when all other ave- 
nues failed.

At night, however, after it was dark, 


I would" steal quietly out of the house 
to see what I could pick up in the way 
of food. By that time, of course, the 
stores were closed, but I scoured the 
streets, the alleys and the byways for 
scraps of food and occasionally got up 
courage enough to appeal to Belgian 
peasants whom I met on the streets, 
and in that way I managed to keep 
body anil soul together. 


It was quite apparent to me, how- 


.evcr, that I was worse off in the city 
than I had been in the fields, and I 
decided to get out of that house just 
as soon as I knew definitely that Huy- 
liger had made up his mind to do noth- 
ing further for me. 


When I was not at the keyhole of the 


door I spent most of my day on the top 
floor in a room which looked out on the 
street. By keeping well away from the 
window I could see much of what was 
goins on without being seen myself. 
In my restlessness, I used to walk back 
and forth in that room and I kept it up 
so constantly that I believe I must have 
worn a path in the floor. It was nine 
steps from one wall to -the other, and 
as I had little else to amuse me I fig- 
ured out one clay after I had been 
pacing up and down for several hours 
just how much distance I would have 
covered on my way to Holland if my 
footsteps had been taken in that direc- 
tion instead pf just up and down that 
old room.

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CHAPTER XIII. 


Five Days In an Empty House. 


The flve days I spent In that house 
seemed to me like five years. During 
all that time I had very little to eat— 
less in fact than I had been getting In 
the fields. I did not feel it so bad, per­ 
haps, because of the fact that I was no 
longer exposed to the other privations 
which before had combined to make 
my condition so wretched. I now bad a 
good place to sleep, at any rate, and I 
did not wake every half hour or so as 
I had been accustomed to do in the 
fields and woods, and, of course, my 
hunger was not aggravated by the 
physical exertions 
which had been 
necessary before. 


Nevertheless, perhaps because I had

In my restlessness, I used to walk back 
and forth in that room and I kept it up 
so constantly that I believe I must have 
worn a path in the floor. It was nine 
steps from one wall to -ihe other, and sausage! 
The store was a butcher 


as I had little else to amuse me I fig­ 
ured out one day after I had been 
pacing up and down for several hours 
just how much distance I would have 
covered on my way to Holland if my 


mirror which i had picked up in the 
house and I used It to amuse myself 
for an hour at a time shining it In the 
cat’s eyes across the street. 
At first 
the animal was annoyed by the reflec­ 
tion and would move away, only to 
come back a few moments later. By 
and by, however, it seemed to get 
used to the glare and wouldn’t budge 
no matter how strong the sunlight was. 
Playing with the cat in this way got 
me into the habit of watching her 
comings and goings and was indi­ 
rectly the means of my getting food a 
day or two later—at a time when I 
was so famished that I wras ready to 
do almost 
anything 
to appease my 
hunger. 


It was about 7 o’clock in the even­ 
ing. 
I was expecting Huyliger at 8, 
but I hadn’t the slightest hope that he 
would bring me food, as he had told 
me that he wouldn’t take the risk of 
having food in his possession when 
calling on me, I was standing at the 
window in such a way that I could 
see what was going on in the street 
without being observed by those w*ho 
passed by, when I noticed my friend, 
the cat, coming down the steps of the 
opposite house with something in his 
mouth. Without considering the risks 
I ran, I opened the front door, ran 
down the steps and across the street, 
and pounced on that cat before it could 
get away with its supper, for that, as 
I had imagined, was what I had seen 
in Its mouth. 
It turned out to be a 
piece of stewed rabbit, which I confis­ 
cated eagerly and took back with me 
to the house. 


Perhaps I felt a little sorry for the 
cat, but I certainly had no qualms 
about eating the animal’s dinner. 
I 
was much too hungry to dwell upon 
niceties, and a piece of stewed rabbit 
was certainly too good for a cat to eat 
when a man wras starving. I ate and 
enjoyed it and the incident suggested 
to me a way In which I might possibly 
obtain food again when all other ave­ 
nues failed. 


From /ny place of concealment I fre- 
qently saw huge carts being pushed 
through the streets gathering potato 
peelings, refuse of cabbage and similar 
! food remnants, which, in America, are 
^considered garbage and destroyed. In 
Belgium they were using this “gar- 
1 bagc” to make their bread out of, and 
while the idea may sound revolting to 
us, the fact is that the Germans have 
brought these things down to such a 
science that the bread they make this 
way is really very good to eat. I know 
it would have been like cake to me 
when I was In need of food; indeed I 
would have eaten the “garbage” di­ 
rect, let alone the bread. 


Although, as I have said, I suffered 
greatly from hunger while occupying 
this house, there were one or two 
things I observed through the keyhole 
or from the windows which made me 
laugh, and some of the incidents that 
occurred during my voluntary impris­ 
onment were really funny. 


From the keyhole I could see, for in­ 
stance, a shop window on the other 
side of the street, several houses down 
the block. 
All day long German sol­ 
diers would be passing in front of the 
house and I noticed that practically 
every one of them would stop in front 
of this store window and look In. Oc­ 
casionally a soldier on duty bent would 
hurry past, but I think nine out of ten 
of them were sufficiently interested to 
spend at least a minute, and some of 
them three or four minutes gazing at 
whatever was being exhibited in that 
window, although I noticed that it 
failed to attract the Belgians, 


I have a considerable streak of curi­ 
osity in me, and I couldn’t help won­ 
dering what it could be in that window 
which 
' almost 
without 
exception 
seemed to interest German soldiers but 
failed to hold the Belgians, and after 
conjuring my bratns for a while on the 
problem I came to the conclusion that 
the shop must have been a book-shop 
and the window contained German 
magazines, which, naturally enough, 
would be of the greatest interest to 
the Germans but of none to the Bel­ 
gians. 


At any rate I resolved that as soon as 
night came I would go out and in­ 
vestigate the window. When I got the 
answer I laughed so loud that I was 
afraid for the moment I must have at­ 
tracted the attention of the neighbors, 
but I couldn’t help it.

was filled with huge quantities of

I might have made 
a little headway with the latter, but 
the books all seemed too deep for nie 
and I gave it up. There was one thing 
though that I did read and reread 
from beginning to end; that was a 
New York Herald which must have ar­ 
rived just about the time wrar was de­ 
clared.

Of course, someone would surely 
say something to me and I didn’t 
know how many Germans w*ould be 
there or what might happen, so I gave 
up that idea. 


During all the time I was concealed 
in this house I saw but one automobile 
and that was a German staff officer’s. 
Thai same afternoon I had one of the 
frights of my young life. 


I had been gazing out of the keyhole 
as usual when I heard coming down 
the street the measured tread of Ger­ 
man soldiers. It didn’t sound like very

myself up as well as possible. 
I had 
on a fairly decent pair of pants which 
Huyliger had given me and I used a 
clean handkerchief as a collar. 


With my hair brushed up and my

on them. I don’t believe I saw a single 
German soldier who dlfln’t look as if 
he had lost his best friend—and ho 
probably had. 


At the same time there Is a big dif­ 
ference—certainly a difference of sev­ 
eral years—between wishing the war 
was over and giving up, and I don’t 
believe the German rank and file any 
more than their leaders have the slight­ 
est idea at this time of giving up at 
all. 


But to return 
to my 
experience 
while concealed In the house.

the visit of the soldiers, which left 
ihe house in a wretched condition, I 
decided that I would continue my jour­ 
ney towards the frontier, particularly 
»s I had gotten all I could out of Huy- 
liger, or rather he had gotten all he 
was going to get out of me. 


During my concealment in the house 
I had made various sorties into the 
city at night, and I was beginning to 
feel more comfortable even when Ger­ 
man soldiers were about.

studied 
very 
closely the gait of the Belgians, the 
slovenly droop that characterized most 
of them, and their general appearance, ; benrd trimmed as neatly as possible 
and I ^elt that in my own dirty and un« 
shaven condition I must have looked 
as much like the average poor Belgian 
as a man could. The only thing that 
was against me was my height. I was 
several inches taller than even the 
tallest Belgians. 
I had often thought 
that red hair would have gone good 
with my name, but now, of course, I 
was mighty glad that I was not so 
endowed, for red-haired Belgians are 
about as rare as German charity. 


There are many, no doubt, who will 
wonder why I did not get more help 
than I did at this time. 
It is easily 
answered. 
When a man Is In hourly 


with a pair of rusty scissors which I 
had found In the house, while my ap­ 
pearance was not exactly that of a 
Beau Brummel, I don’t think I looked 
much worse than the average Belgian. 
In these days the average Belgian Is 
very poorly dressed at best. 


I can’t say I had no misgivings as I 
made my way to tho theatre; cer* 
tainly I was going there more for dis­ 
cipline? than pleasure, but I had made 
up jk'j mind that I was going there to 
see It through.
